Dr. Roberta Christie, 
dean of students, announced that 
Dutt’s speech would be delivered 
in the college gymnasium at 10 
a.m. Classes will be dismissed, 
she added. 

The international newsman wiil 
speak on the subject of back- 
ground and aspirations of the na- 
tions of Asia and Africa. 

Dr. David E. Sopher, assistant 
proiessor of geography, will in- 
troduce Dutt. Sopher said that 
the nations covered in Dutt's 
speech are those which are gov- 
erned independently from Eu- 
rope. He said that these coun- 
tries contain “two-thirds of man- 
kind.” 

Sopher urged students to at- 
tend the convocation. He said 
“We should want to know what 
these Afro-Asian nations and 
their people are doing, hoping 
and planning. because it is just 
now that most of them are pass- 
ing through the formative period 
of nationhood.”

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Faculty Lot Causes Problem 


Auto parking on the Sacramento State College is rapidly 
becoming a problem. With the beginning of construction on 
two new class room buildings, the total amount of parking 
space was once again reduced. The college is faced with the 
paradox of losing parking space as it gains students. 

Obviously, the parking problem stems basically from the 
limited amount of physical area available to park a large 
some students must park far 






number of cars. Naturally, 
from their classes—this cannot be avoided. 
On this campus, however, the problem is intensified by 


the large faculty parking lots. There is much to say for the 


position that the faculty should be given special parking 
privileges, but they certainiy should not be given more room 
than they can use, especially with parking room so scarce. 

The faculty parking let is in one of the best positions 
on campus. It is seldom full and is never as crowded as the 
student lots which surround it. The empty spaces are a pure 
waste of valuable parking facilities. 

Many faculty members never use the faculty lot, pre- 
leave their car nearer to their classrooms. These 
but they 


ferring to 
faculty members help to oevercrowd student lots, 
still have reserved space in the faculty lot. 

An accurate survey should be conducted to determine 
just how much space the faculty actually needs. They should 
be given this much space, but the rest should revert to 


student use. 
This step is necessary if Sacramento State College in- 


tends to lick its parking problem.

Critic Calls Students’ 


Abstract Art 


Paintings by Jack Skram and 
Mel Ramos, currently on display 
in the Little Gallery of the Art 
building at Sacramento State 
College, have caused critic Wil- 
liam C. Glackin, of a local news- 
paper to call these men “two of 
the city’s most promising and in- 
teresting young artists.” 

Both arti.*s tend toward the 
abstract, and both are primarily 
interested in the effects of form 
and paint rather than represent- 
ing subject matter. 

Skram works largely with raw 
color in bold forms, which. gives 
his paintings an effect of strength. 
‘The total impression | is one of vi- 


‘Promising’ 
brating action. His paintings, 
generally non- objective, have 
both an initial visual shock power 
and the subsequent extended 
pleasure of enjoying the inter- 
action of forms and color on cane 
vas. 

Ramos apparently ig not inter- 
ested in visual shock. His effects 
are quieter and his painting more 
intricate. A fine example of his 
work is the Biomorphic Still Lafe, 
in which forms are tied together 
into a unified composition.
